May it please tour Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit to your Excellency the 
following Tables and remarks relative to Banking, 
and to investments in Government and India Stocks 
upon which dividends are payable at the Bank of Ireland, 
together with information concerning the weekly traffic 
receipts of the Irish Railways during the half year ended 
30th June, 1891 ; and an abstract of the principal railway 
statistics of Ireland for the first half of each of the five 
years 1887-91. The Tables on these subjects are in con- 
tinuation of those previously issued by this Department. 

In addition to these I have, as in the year 1890, in- 
cluded Tables with reference to the tonnage of Vessels 
entered and cleared at each of the Irish Ports. 

The information comprised in the first scries of Tables 
consists of the total of the deposits and cash balances in 
the Joint Stock Banks of Ireland on the 30th of June, 1891, 
and on the corresponding date in each preceding year 
since the year 1871 inclusive, compiled from confidential 
returns furnished by the authorities of the various banks 
with their usual courtesy ; the balance of deposits 
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remaining in Post Office and Trustee Savings Banks on 
the 30th of June of each year since the year 1871 
inclusive, derived from official sources ; together with 
the amount of Government and India Stocks, on which 
dividends are payable at the Bank of Ireland, kindly 
supplied by the Governor of the Bank ; and the average 
hank note circulation of the sis banks of issue in Ireland 
in the month of June since 18S2, compiled from the 
Dublin Gazette. Tables are also inserted affording half- 
yearly comparisons for the past ten years under each of 
the heads referred to above. 

The Tables comprising the returns of tlio weekly traffic 
receipts of the Irish Hallways have been compiled from 
data for which I am indebted to the authorities of the 
various Kailway Companies. 

The Tables with reference to the tonnage of Ships 
. entered and cleared at Irish Ports have been kindly 
furnished by the Board of Customs, and were specially 
prepared for the purposes of this ^Report by the Statistical 
Department of that Board. 

1. Deposits and Cash Balances in Joint Stock Banks. 

The deposits and cash balances in Joint Stock Banks, 
which in June, 1886, stood at £29,223,000, having shown 
a decrease of £17,000, compared with the corresponding 
period of the preceding year, rose to £29,339,000, in June 
of the year 18S7, showing an increase of £116,000, or 0’4 
per cent, over the corresponding period of 1886 ; in 1888 
they rose by £971,000, or 3’3 per cent., to £30,310,000; 
in June of 1889 they amounted to £31,205,000, showing 
an increase of £895,000, or 30 per cent. ; in June, 1890, 
the amount was £33,061,000, or 5'9 per cent, more 
than in June of the previous year ; and in June of the 
present year the amount has still further risen to 

£33,700, 000, being an increase of £639, 000 or l-Qpercent.

2. Savings Banks. 

The balances of deposits in Savings Banks consist of 
two groups — those in the Post Office Savings Banks 
which are set out in Table II. and Table II. (a), and 
those in Trustee Savings Banks, shown in Table 111. and 
Table III. (a). It will be observed from Table .11. that 
the steady increase in the deposits in the Post Office 
Savings Banks which had been observed for several 
years, still continues. 
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At the end of June of this year, the estimated amount 
in the Post Office Savings Banks in Ireland stood at 
£3, STS, 000, as compared with £3,585,000, for the corres- 
ponding period of 1890, showing an increase of £293,000, 
or 8 '2 per cent., and being higher than the balance at any 
previous period since the foundation of these Banks.

"Office Savings Banks. The increase in June, 1891, as 
compared with the estimated balance in December, 1890, 
was £155,000. 

In connection with the subject of the Balance of De- 
posits remaining in Post Office Savings Banks in Ireland, 
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a Tabie allowing' the distribution of these balances in 
Ireland according to counties has usually been given in 
connection, with these Statistics ; but it is to be regretted 
that on the present occasion the information for the year 
1890 is not available ; the Table is therefore necessarily 
omitted.

3. Investments in Government and India Stocks. 

From Table V. it is seen that the amount of Govern- • 
ment and India Stocks on which dividends are payable 
at the Bank of Ireland was, inJune, J89J, £26,609,000, 
compared with £27, 517, 000 in June, 1890, being a 
decrease of £908,000, or 3'3 per cent., following a 
decrease of £702,000 in the year ended 30th June, 1890, 
as compared with the previous year. 

Table Y, (a), made up by half-years, shows that there 
has been a slight decrease amounting to £1,000 in June, 
1891, as compared with the termination of the previous 
half-year.

The results of the analysis of the foregoing tables 
are : — 

1st. That in June, 1891, as compared with the 
corresponding period in 1890, there was an 
increase of Cash Balances in the Irish Joint 
Stock Banks amounting to £639,000. 

2nd. That there was an increase of £375,000 in 
Cash Balances in the Irish Joint Stock Banks in 
June, 1891, as compared with December, 1890. 

3rd. That there was a net increase in the Deposits 
in Savings Banks in Ireland in June, 1891, 
as compared with the same period of 1890, 
amounting to £230,000. 

B 
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4th. That there was a net increase of £154,000 in 
the Deposits in Savings Banks in June, 1891, 
as compared with December, 1890. 

5th. That there was a decrease in the amount 
of Government and India Stocks, on which 
dividends are payable at the Bank of Ireland, 
of £908,000, in June, 1891, as compared with 
the same period of 1890. 

6th. That in June, 1891, there was a decrease of 
£1,000 in the amount of Government and 
India Stocks, on which dividends are payable 
at the Bank of Ireland, as compared with 
December, 1890. 

7th. That in June, 1891, there was a decrease of 
£469,000 in the amount of Bank Note circu- 
lation, as compared with he corresponding 
period of 1890. 

8th. That there was a diminution of Bank Note 
circulation to the amount of £933,000 in June, 
1891, as compared with December of the 
previous year. 

5. Railway Statistics. 

Table VII. gives the receipts of Irish Railways, week 
by w T eek, for the first half of the year 1891, compared 
with those &r 1890. 

A review of the weekly traffic returns shows that 
during the first half of this year the receipts eiceeded 
those of the corresponding period of 1890. During the 
first twenty-six weeks of the year there were eight weeks 
in which the receipts fell below the amounts for the 
corresponding weeks of the year 1890, and, of these 
one, the fourteenth week (ended April 10th), was the 
week corresponding to Easter week in 1890, and an- 
other, the twenty-first week (ended May 29th), was the 
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week corresponding with Whit weekjin 1890. The 
receipts for Easter week in this year were less than 
those for Easter week of 1890 ; those for Whit week 
were also less than the receipts in Whit week of last 
year. All the remaining weeks (18) of the first half year- 
showed increases, the total receipts for the first twenty- 
six weeks showing a net increase of .£70,215 or 4-9 per 
cent, as compared with corresponding period of the year- 
1890. 

Table VIII. gives some of the principal statistics for 
Irish Railways during the first half of each of the five 
years 1S87-91, for comparison with the aggregate figures 
at foot of Table VII. for 1890-91.

From information kindly furnished by the Railway- 
Department of the Board of Trade, it appears that the 
Authorized Capital of Irish Railways at the end of the 
year 1890 was £42,082,590 ; of which £30,066,062 was 
by Shares and Stock, and £12,016,528 by Loans and 
Debenture Stock. 
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The paid-up Stock and Share Capital amounted to j 

,£26,926,612, consisting of £16,179,238 Ordinary, 
£2,702,095 Guaranteed, and £8,045,279 Preferential. 

The Capital raised by Loans and Debenture Stock was t- 
£10.371,910, viz., £1,121,539 Loans and £9,250,371 
Debenture Stock ; mailing a total of paid-up and bor- t 

rowed Capital amounting to £37,298,522 — which is at 
present the working capital of the Irish .Railway system. 

6. Shipping Returns. 

It appears from the following Table, IX., that the yearly 
average tonnage of vessels in foreign trade, which were 
entered in the Ports of Ireland during the ten years 
1880-89 was 875,205 ; the highest was 990,869 in 
1880, and the lowest in 1886, when the tonnage entered 
was only 771,574; in 1890 the tonnage entered was 
1,008,757, or 133,552 above the average for the preceding 
ten years. The average tonnage of vessels, in the coast- 
ing trade, entered in the Ports of Ireland during the 
decade 1880-89 was 5,214,121 — but little variation 
occurring between any of those years ; the tonnage 
entered, in 1890, was 5,187,218, or 26,903 less than the 
yearly average for the ten years 1880-89. 

The average tonnage of vessels, in the foreign trade, 
cleared during the ten years 1880-89 was 403,024; the 
tonnage* cleared in 1880 was 602,846, in 1890 it was only 
316,848. The average tonnage of vessels, in the coasting 
trade, cleared during the ten years 1880-89 was, 3,908,712 ; 
that cleared in 1880 was 4,032,966; in 1890 it was 
3,957,122, or 48,410 more than the average for the 
decade 1880-89.
